[ITLER’S undoubtedly powerful 
Atlantic Wall, behind which 
he has strutted and threatened, 
has been broken at one of i t s 
strongest points. 
The landings which were begun 
on the Cherbourg peninsula of 
Normandy 
in 
Tuesday’s 
stormy 
dawn have been continued. Com­ 
mander-in-chief Eisenhower’s head­ 
quarters tell us that “satisfactory 
progress has been made.” 
That’s 
an 
amazing 
feat 
and 
gratifying far beyond anticipations, 
but we must remember that this is 
only the beginning. We don’t even 
know that this is intended as the 
major assault or that the main 
thrust won’t come somewhere else. 
What we do know, and it's import- 
apt, is this: 
The all-out German counter-at­ 
tacks are still to come. 
Under normal circumstances a 
concerted Nazi local counter-attack 
wouldn’t be mounted before today. 
It might be several days before 
reserves are brought up for a full­ 
scale assault. 
Remember that the coast line 
Is thinly held by the Germans and 
that Hitler's reservoir of reserves 
is far back of the coastal defenses. 
He has it strategically situated for 
quick movement in any direction. 


H1 
rE isn’t going to risk flinging 
an army at any 
invasion 
threat until he is sure that it is 
the main enemy landing—or at 
least one of them. 
If he rushed a big force to Nor­ 
mandy the first thing, and the 
Allies then aimed a lightning blow 
at another distant point, he would 
be in a welter of trouble. 
As a matter of fact, one would 
expect the Allies to pursue Just 
such tactics. This doesn’t mean 
that the Normandy invasion isn’t 
the main one. 
Time alone will tell us that. I 
should say much depends on how 
things go there. If they progress 
swimmingly, the Allies presumably 
will develop this landing to the 
full. 
The Cherbourg peninsula is an 
Ideal invasion base. There we have 
not only one" of the finest ports 
in the world, but a railway direct 
to Paris and a terrain suitable for 
air fields and easy movement of 
troops and equipment. 
However, even if Normandy rep­ 
resents the main thrust. Hitler cer­ 
tainly is expecting other landings 
—probably several of them. The 
purpose of this diversity would be 
to keep the Germans off balance all 
the time in the matter of where 
to send their reserves for defense. 
ALSO, obviously we weaken the 
enemy by compelling him to 
divide his forces. The Hitlerites 
may have three-quarters of a mil­ 
lion men In France, but that's too 
few if they have to defend both 
the Atlantic and the Mediterranean 
coast lines. 
Where will other Allied attacks, 
lf any, be made? Well, there are 
a lot of likely spots north of Nor­ 
mandy and closer to our main 
base — England. They’re heavily 
fortified and mighty tough, but

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Na­ 
ples, June 7—Fifth army infantry­ 
men, chasing Nazi Field Marshal 
Albert Kesselring’s fleeing army, 
have punched their way IO miles 
north of Rome to a point only five 
miles short o#f the lake of Brac- 
chiano, it was announced today. 
Another column has driven at 
least IO miles northwest of the 
Italian capital after crossing the 
Tiber and still is forging ahead 
steadily behind enemy rear-guards. 
Patrols probing west from Rome 
reached points three to five miles 
from the sea and nearly a dozen 
miles north of the Tiber’s mouth. 
Spotty Resistance Met 
Only spotty resistance Is being 
encountered by the Fifth army 
forces, but the Eighth army is en­ 
gaged in brisk battles with strong 
German delaying 
forces 
in the 
mountainous sectors east of the 
capital. 
New Zealand

Balsorano, about six miles north 
of Sora, in their advance up High­ 
way 32 toward Avezzano. 
The newest gains were reported 
after Gen. Sir Harold Alexander, 
Allied commander-in-chief in Italy,' 
in a broadcast to Italian patriots,!

les has been broken.” 
Alexander urged the patriots to 
rise against the Nazis and do all 
In their power to sabotage enemy 
communications and hinder Kes­ 
selring’s efforts to disengage his 
troops and retire northward. 
Balkan Targeta Pounded 
“The liberation of Italy now is 
well under way,” the Allied com 
mander declared. 
The Mediterranean Allied 
air 
force joined yesterday in the many 
front assault on Hitler’s Europe by 
sending between 500 and 750 Fly­ 
ing Fortresses and Liberators into 
the Balkans. 
Targets included the oil refin­ 
eries at Ploesti, rail yards at Bra­ 
sov and Pitesci and the “iron gate” 
canal at Turnu-Severin In Romania 
and rail targets at Belgrade, Yugo­ 
slavia. Thirty-four enemy planes 
were destroyed against a loss of 
16 heavy bombers and 17 other air­ 
craft.

Planes Fly 13,000 Sorties 


In Support Of Troops

33 Nazi Planes Destroyed 
As resistance in the air began 
to Increase slowly yesterday 33 
enemy planes were destroyed. 
The American ninth air force— 
now probably the largest in the 
world and essentially a tactical 
unit — flew more than 4,800 sor­ 
ties from dawn Tuesday to dawn 
today. 
More than 4,300 sorties 
were flown by heavy bombers and 
fighters of the Eighth U. 8. air 
force. 
The Allies maintained constant

At least 200 fighters were 
protecting It every minute and en 
emy planes which attempted to 
penetrate it virtually were con­ 
demned to death. 
First enemy air attack on the 
beach-head was made by 12 JU-88’s 
which attempted a surprise raid 
under low clouds. Spitfires knock­ 
ed down four and the Nazis re­ 
treated without causing any dam­ 
age. 
In addition to blasting targets in 
France the night raiders penetrat­ 
ed into Germany to bomb Ludwig- 
shafen, a British announcement 
said. 
The announcement declared that 
all planes returned safely from the 
overnight operations, which also 
included laying of mines in enemy 
waters.

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Bradley Directs U.S. Troops 
In Assault On Hitler’s Europe

S U P R E M E HEADQUARTERS, 
Allied Expeditionary Force, June 
-Lt. Gen. Omar Bradley is com 
mending U. S. ground forces par­ 
ticipating in the assault on Europe, 
it was disclosed today. 
Bradley won fame in Tunisia by 
capturing tbe French naval base of 
Bizerte in May, 1943, with thou­ 
sands of Germans while in com­ 
mand 
of the American Second 
corps. 
Thrifty of his men’s blood but a 
thorough master of tactics, he is 
known as “the doughboy’s general”. 
Bradley was born in Clark, Mo., 
51 years ago (Fob. 12, 1893), and 
was in Gen. Elsenhower’s class at 
West Point, 1915. 
Like Elsenhower's, his rise was 
slow at first but rapid in recent 
years. He was a colonel as recent­ 
ly as February, 1941, but had climb­ 
ed to a lieutenant general by June, 
1943. 
Blender, quiet, straight-forward, 
and gray, he is In such good physi­ 
cal condition that he has completed 
marches and obstacle courses in 
which many young enlisted men 
fell out from fatigue. 
His wife lives at West Point.

They m ust not 
be alarmed by such Incidents as that which 
recently threatened to throw thousands of avia­ 
tion Industry worker* out of work In on* eastern 
factory. 
They must be convinced that they ere not 
jeopardising their Job aecurity by staying where 
they are needed. Th* solution of th* problem can 
be eased by a sense of orderly administration. 
W ar production Is still w hat It has been from 
the beginning, es far ae manpow er ie concerned-— 
a m atter of m atching Job* and worker*. All that 
has changed is the passing of the phase in which 
every element of production was in continuous 
expansion; some of the elem ents now ate being 
tapered off. While Jobs are still seeking workers, 
some workers are seeking Jobs. The new m an­ 
power controla aim to bring them together and 
keep them together.

In Identifying Planes

A MARAUDER BASE IN ENG­ 
LAND, June 7—From the cockpit 
of one of the many hundreds of 
planes which supported the Allied 
landing in northern France early 
Tuesday morning I watched a bat­ 
tle royal rage on the sea and in 
the air.

The first signs 
of battle were 
flashed from the 
channel below, which through the 
mist and a naval smoke screen 
gradually became distinguishable 
as gun detonations on warships 
shelling the coast.

channel 
w asn’t 
“Jammed 
with shipping” as might have been 
expected. 
The channel is a big 
place, but on every hand there 
were forces of ships either batter­ 
ing the coast line or bringing up 
forces to take advantage of breach­ 
es. 
The aircraft dotting the fields 
bore the distinctive Allied invas­ 
ion black and white zebra stripe, 
which hurriedly was slapped on 
the aircraft late yesterday. 
(A broadcast from supreme head-! 
quarters said the black and white 
identifying stripes on the planes 
were one step toward preventing 
confusion and repetition of such; 
mistakes as Allied gunners firing 
on frieldly planes, as happened in 
Sicily.)
